proving of the present, system of education 
were among the subjects dealt with at the 
thirty-second annual congress of the Trish 
Technical Education - Association, which 
opened at Drogheda to-day 

There were 235 delegates present from 
local committees and technical schools all 
cver the Free State, while some came also 
from Northern Ireland. 

The evening session was suspended, in 
order that those attending the Congress 
would be enabled to attend the formal open- 
ing of the new technical school in the town, 
which was carried out by Mr, T. Derrig, 
the Minister for Education. 


WELCOMED BY MAYOR 


The delegates to the Congress were wel- 
comed by the Mayor of Drogheda (Alderman 
L. J. Walsh), who said that in all Irish 
towns primary and secondary education now 
was well provided for. The universities were 
well able to look after themselves, and the 
thousands of boys and girls who left school 
at fourteen years of age were the big 
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hetter schools for their students, but he was 
not at. all satisfied that they were getting 
the response from the students and their 
FAN which was necessary to help them to 
ave vocational education applied in its 
strictly accepted sense. Boys and girls were 
sent to the schools without any thought being 
iven to the trade which they would like to 
ollow in after-life. That was true particu- 
larly in the manual-and engineering section, 
in which they had boys being trained in wood- 
work and metalwork simultaneously. That 
was unsound, and helped to make what were 
known as “handy men.” Kventually they 
would be a menace to a well-ordered com- 
munity. 

“Then.” said Alderman Corish, “ we have 
the careless parents of young women and 
young men who are-in industry and commerce 
already. A too small proportion of them 
make any effort to secure that their children 
attend a vocational school, and it will be 
agreed generally that, in the earlier period 
of apprenticeship to trade or commerce, voca- 
tional training is absolutely essential if the 
apprentice wants .to understand thoroughly 
the ordinary fundan.entals. of the trade or 
calling from which he or she expects to make 
a living. | This carelessness is responsible 
for a great many, of the failures too often 
apparent after a couple of years’ apprentice- 
ship. In this connection a word might be 
said to industrialists and employers generally. 
In the vast majority of cases no effort is 
made by them to’ secure that the young 


| people whom they take into their employ- 


ment as apprentices should take advantage 
of the vocational education which now is 
available in all parts of the country. One 
would think that they would be 
sufficiently alive to their own interests an: 
their country's interest. to insist that the 
men and women of the future who are now 
in their charge should equip themselves in a 
proper manner for the battle of life which 


roblem facing the education authorities.

of the young people between the ages of 
eighteen and twenty-five being unemployed 
to-day. It was a practice that should be 
condemned by this congress, as its continua- 
tion isadealty would nullify all their efforts 
to ensure that the students would be properly 
placed in industry. If properly applied, the 
Apprenticeship Act, together with the 
recently-passed Conditions of Employment Act 
should help in that direction, but it was a 
ity that the Minister for Industry and 
Yommerce did not make it obligatory that 
the number of hours for which these juveniles 
were being relieved from work should be 
spent at the vocational school in their area. 
owever, he was satisfied that the Act was 
going to be helpful to the apprentice of 
the Faaré, and would remove to a 
tent what they now knew as “blind alley ” 
occupations 

“ During the past year,” said Alderman 
Corish, “‘we have had the report of the 
Inter-Departmental Committee on the school- 
leaving age, and to say the least oí “it, it 1s 
a very disappointing one. It is a report, 
which, to my mind showed a lack of ap- 
preciation by the members of the Committee 
of their responsibilities and duties to the 
future welfare of the children of the Stat-. 
In my opinion, they approached the problem 
from an entirely wrong angle. 
to have been more concerned with making 
a case against the extension of the school- 
leaving age than with examining the pole 
which arose out. of the fact that children are 
at present leaving school and going to work at 
fourteen years of age. We are entitled to 
infer from the committee's report “ that 
children were not too immature for entering 
into industry at fourteen years of age. This 
is damning evidence of lack of appreciation 
of the true nature of the facts. Those who 
have been advocating the raising of the 
school-leaving age, in any representative 
capacity, have been concerned, in the first 
instance, with keeping the child at school -as 
long as possible in order that the child should 
receive the maximum possible education. They 
plead, and rightly plead, that the return to 
the State and the community now and in the 
future would be very much greater if those 
children were prevented from entering into 
industry until a later age, and were. enabled 
to absorb in the schools the education in these 
years, which they are more capable of absorb- 
ing than when they are very much younger. 
The case, therefore, for raising the school- 
leaving age is based on two main considera- 
tions, Firstly, to equip better the child for 
the intellectual battle of life; and, secondly, 
to prevent the child from entering industry at 
a time when its undeveloped mind and body
